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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-24 are presented for examination. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 20-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The specification makes no mention of a 
computer readable storage medium containing a computer program that perform the 
functions of the claimed limitations. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Harjula 
US 7,581,223 

As to claim 1, Harjula teaches a computer system having a plurality of 
components ["processes"] that can be initialized, wherein each component is configured 
to produce status data from which the level of need for that component to be initialized 
can be inferred, the status data having a predetermine level of need associable 
therewith [The predetermined level of need is the priority and the status data is the 
numerical value in the priority field.], and wherein at least one component ["scheduler"] 
is configured to: receive status data from other components; make a comparison using 
the status data received from respective components; in dependence on the 
comparison, select one or more components for initialization [Execution of the process 
is interpreted as initialization]; and, issue initialization instructions to the selected 
component(s) [col. 9, lines 54-61 

As to claims 16-17, 20, 23, 24, Shiragaki teaches these claims according to the 
reasoning set forth in claim 1 supra.
